ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
ZoningOrdinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
substitute  said  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  Existing  Zoning 
Ordinance.  The  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance  is  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  I 
Purpose 

This  Ordinance  is  established  in  pursuance  of 
authority  conferred  by  Chapter  31  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or 
any  amendments  thereto,  in  order  to  preserve  and  im- 
prove the  attractiveness  of  the  Town  of  East  Kingston  as 
a  rural  residential  and  farming  community  and  to  con- 
tinue its  desirability  as  a  place  in  which  to  live  and  do 
business  and  to  promote  the  health,  welfare,  morals, 
convenience  and  safety  of  its  citizens. 

ARTICLE  II 
Definitions 

Unless  otherwise  expressly  stated,  the  following 
words  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  have  the 
meaning  herein  indicated.  Words  used  in  the  present 
tense  include  the  future.  The  singular  number  includes 
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the  plural  and  the  plural  the  singular.  The  Word  "person" 
includes  a  partnership,  corporation,  or  other  entity.  The 
word  "building"  includes  the  word  "structure".  The  word 
"shall"  is  mandatory,  not  directory. 

Building.  Any  structure  enclosed  and  isolated  by 
exterior  walls  constructed  or  used  for  residence, 
business,  industry,  other  public  or  private  purposes,  or 
accessory  thereto,  excluding  structures  for  storage  of 
crops. 

Commercial  Purposes.  Any  use  of  land  or  buildings  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing,  repairing  or  selling  at 
retail  or  wholesale  a  product,  good  or  service. 
Dwelling.  A  building  or  part  of  a  building  which  con- 
tains living  and  sleeping  accomodations  for  permanent 
occupancy. 

Frontage.  Shall  mean  that  portion  of  a  lot  bordering  on  a 
highway,  street  or  right-of-way. 

Lot.  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  a 
building  or  mobile  home,  together  with  such  open  spaces 
as  are  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 
Mobile  Home.  Any  vehicle  used,  or  so  constructed  as  to 
permit  its  being  used  as  a  conveyance  upon  a  public 
street,  and  designed  to  permit  long  term  occupancy  as  a 
dwelling  for  one  or  more  persons.  Such  a  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  running  water  and  sanitary  facilities  such 
as  bath  and  toilet. 

Non-conforming  Use.  Shall  mean  use  of  land,  building  or 
premises  which  is  not  a  use  permitted  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  for  the  district  in  which  such  land, 
building  or  premise  is  situated. 
Property  Line.    The  line  dividing  adjacent  lots. 

Right-of-Way.         Means  and  includes  all  present  and 

proposed  town,  state  and  federal  highways  or  private 

ways  open  to  public  use  and  the  land  on  either  side  of 

same  as  covered  by  statutes  to  determine  the  widths  of 

ways. 

Setback  means  the  distance  between  the  nearest  portion 

of  a  building  and  a  lot  or  right-of-way  line. 

Sign.    A  structure  which  advertises  or  which  is  used  as 
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an  outdoor  display  for  the  advertising  of  a  property,  es- 
tablishment, enterprise,  or  other  matter. 
Street.    A  thoroughfare,  road,  highway  or  public  way 
open  and  available  to  public  use.  "Street"  shall  mean  the 
entire  width  of  the  right-of-way. 
Residence.  A  Dwelling  or  mobile  home. 

ARTICLE  III 
Districting 

For  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  use  of  land  and  the 
location  and  construction  of  buildings,  the  Town  of  East 
Kingston  shall  be  considered  as  one  district  of  residen- 
tial, agricultural  or  forestry  use  only.  Business, 
commercial  and  industrial  uses  are  prohibited  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  IV 
General  Provisions 

The  following  General  Provisions  shall  appty: 

A.  Any  use  that  may  be  obnoxious,  injurious  or  in  the 
nature  of  a  nuisance  by  reasons  of  production,  em- 
mission  of  odor,  dust,  smoke,  refuse  matter,  fumes,  noise, 
vibration  or  similar  conditions  or  that  is  dangerous  to  the 
comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  safety  of  the  com- 
munity or  lending  to  its  disturbance  or  annoyance,  is 
prohibited. 

B.  Before  commercial  excavation  or  removal  of  soil, 
rock,  sand,  gravel,  minerals,  or  similar  material,  a  special 
exception  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment. The  Board  may  impose  reasonable  conditions 
for  protection  of  the  environment,  and  may  require  that 
when  the  removal  of  materials  is  completed,  sufficient 
grading  must  take  place  to  allow  covering  of  the  work 
area  with  two  inches  of  top  soil  and  seeding  with  a 
suitable  cover  crop,  except  when  ledge  rock  is  exposed. 
Such  removal,  regrading  or  covering  shall  be  done  within 
6  months  after  depletion  of  the  deposit  or  completion  of 
the  work  for  which  the  deposit  was  opened.  The  Board  of 
Adjustment  may  require  the  posting  of  a  bond  with  the 
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Town  Treasurer  to  insure  compliance  with  conditions 
imposed  by  it. 

C.  No  owner  of  a  hazardous  building  as  defined  in 
Chapter  155-B  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  shall  permit  fire 
or  other  ruins  to  be  left,  but  within  one  year  shall  remove 
or  refill  the  same  to  clear  ground  level  or  shall  repair, 
rebuild,  or  replace  the  structure. 

D.  All  dwellings  and  sanitary  systems  shall  be 
constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  stan- 
dards set  and  enforced  by  the  N.H.  State  Department  of 
Health  and  the  N.H.  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission. 

E.  No  land  shall  be  used  for  a  junk  yard,  dump,  motor 
vehicle  and/or  machinery  junk  yard,  or  for  the  storage  or 
deposit  of  abandoned  or  discarded  materials  unless 
given  approval  as  special  exceptions  by  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, after  notification  of  abutters  and  a  public 
hearing. 

F.  On-premise  advertising  signs  of  property  owners 
or  tenants  relating  to  businesses  conducted  within  the 
Town  shall  be  allowed  under  the  following  conditions; 

(1)  They  shall  be  not  more  than  20  square  feet  in  size. 

(2)  They  shall  be  illuminated  only  by  non-colored, 
non-flashing  lights. 

(3]  No  sign  shall  be  placed  in  such  a  position  as  to  en- 
danger traffic  on  a  street  or  highway  by  obstructing  a 
clear  view  or  by  confusion  with  official  street  signs  or 
signals. 

(4]  Every  sign  shall  be  constructed  of  durable 
materials  and  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and 
repair  at  all  times. 

(5)  No  sign  may  be  located  within  any  right-of-way. 

(6J  A  permit  for  erection  shall  be  procured  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  V 
Uses  Permitted 

(1]  The  Town  of  East  Kingston  shall  be  mainly  a  district 
of  farms  and  residences. 
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(2)  Home  produce  and  products  may  be  bought  and  sold 
and  exposed  for  sale. 

(3)  Residences  may  be  used  to  house  such  customary 
uses  by  the  owner  or  tenant  as  offices  for  doctor, 
engineer,  architect,  lawyer,  or  real  estate  and  insurance, 
or  other  recognized  profession,  or  such  home  occupation 
as  hairdressing  or  dressmaking,  except  that  the  number 
of  persons  employed  at  any  one  location  shall  not 
number  more  than  four  persons  in  addition  to  the  owner 
or  tenant. 

(4)  A  single  mobile  home  may  be  located  anywhere 
provided  it  meets  all  lot  size,  floor  area  and  yard  re- 
quirements and  the  sanitary  protection  requirements  of 
this  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Lot  Area  and  Yard  Requirements 

A.  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  on  a 
right-of-way  of  200  feet  and  shall  contain  a  minimum 
area  of  87,120  square  feet. 

B.  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  at  least  30  feet,  or  where  existing  buildings 
on  adjacent  lots  are  in  reasonably  close  proximity  to  each 
other  to  the  line  of  said  existing  buildings.  Every 
residence  shall  be  at  least  25  feet  from  adjacent  side  and 
rear  property  lines.  All  other  buildings  (garages,  sheds, 
etc.]  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  from  adjacent  side  and  rear 
property  lines. 

C.  A  building  lot  shall  have  no  more  than  one  single 
family  residence,  commercial  establishment,  or  mobile 
home  thereon.  Multi-unit  dwellings  are  prohibited. 
D.  All  residences,  including  mobile  homes,  shall  have  a 
minimum  floor  area  of  750  square  feet,  outside 
measurement  and  excluding  open  porches. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Commercial  Exceptions 

Business,  commercial  or  industrial  uses  may  be 
given  approval  as  special  exceptions  by  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, providing,  however,  the  following  regulations 
and  restrictions  are  observed: 
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I.  No  business,  commercial  or  industrial  use  shall  be 
permitted  which  could  cause  any  undue  hazard  to  health, 
safety  or  property  values  or  which  is  offensive  to  the 
public  because  of  noise,  vibration,  unsanitary  con- 
ditions, noxious  odor  or  similar  reason. 

II.  Sufficient  acreage  shall  be  included  in  the  site  of 
such  use  to  allow  the  following  setbacks  and  related 
facilities: 

(a]  Front:  Not  less  than  twenty-five  feet  from  any 
building  or  parking  lot  to  a  right-of-way,  with  both  an 
exit  and  an  entrance  and  with  grass  and/or  other 
reasonable  beautification  in  the  buffer  area. 

[b]  Side  and  rear:  Not  less  than  twenty-five  feet 
from  a  building  or  parking  lot  to  the  lot  line. 

(cj  Sufficient  off-street  parking  space  shall  be 
provided  on  the  property  to  accomodate  all  vehicles  at- 
tracted to  the  business,  commercial  or  industrial  use. 

III.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  following  notice  as  required  by  law,  and  the 
proposed  use  may  not  be  approved  unless  the  Board  finds 
that  the  standards  set  forth  herein  will  be  complied  with 
and  it  will  not  cause  hazard  to  health,  property  values  or 
safety  through  fire,  unsanitary  conditions  or  through 
excessive  noise,  vibration,  odor  or  other  nuisance 
feature. 

IV.  All  known  abutters  of  any  proposed  business, 
commercial  or  industrial  use  shall  be  notified  by  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  by  certified  mail  a  reasonable  time 
prior  to  any  public  hearing. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

A  Building  Inspector  may  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  he  shall  be  the  administrative 
officer  under  this  Article;  if  the  Selectmen  do  not  appoint 
a  Building  Inspector,  his  administrative  powers  and 
duties  shall  be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A.  Any  person,  before  commencing  work  under  any 
of  the  following  conditions,  must  first  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  Building  Inspector;  any  such  permit  shall  be 
void  unless  the  work  is  started  within  six  (6]  months  of 
the  date  of  issuance.  The  outside  of  the  structure  must  be 
completed  within  two  years  of  issuance  of  permit. 
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The  conditions  are  as  follows: 

1.  Any  person  commencing  work  on  the  erection  of 
any  building  or  structure  to  be  used  for  dwelling  or  any 
other  lawful  purposes; 

2.  Any  person  commencing  work  on  the  alteration 
of  any  building  or  Structure  to  be  used  for  dwelling  or 
any  other  lawful  purposes  or  the  construction  of  a  build- 
ing or  structure  for  any  other  purpose  where  the  project 
involved  exceeds  $1,000.  in  value; 

3.  Any  person  commencing  work  to  develop  an 
existing  building  or  structure  for  commercial  purposes 
where  such  building  or  structure  was  not  previously 
used  for  commercial  purposes,  or  to  reopen  a  building  or 
structure  previously  used  for  commercial  purposes  but 
which  has  been  closed  for  more  than  one  year,  or  to 
change  the  commercial  purposes  of  a  building  or  struc- 
ture from  one  business  to  another; 

4.  Any  person  commencing  work  to  locate  or 
relocate  a  mobile  home. 

B.  All  dwellings  except  mobile  homes  shall  be  placed 
on  a  permanent  foundation  to  be  constructed  of  suitable 
masonry  work  and  which  shall  have  proper  footings.  All 
outside  walls  shall  be  finished  with  shingles  or  clap- 
boards, brick,  cement  or  cinder  blocks,  or  any  other  ap- 
proved siding.  Mobile  homes  shall  be  supported  by 
cement   blocks  on  a  permanent  footing  or  foundation. 

C.  Roofs  shall  be  of  fire  resistant  material. 

D.  Chimneys  shall  contain  fire  proof  flues  and  shall 
be  constructed  of  brick,  stone,  cinder  or  cement  blocks 
and  any  other  approved  materials;  all  chimneys  shall 
extend  to  the  ground  and  rest  on  a  permanent  foundation 
with  footings  or  shall  be  erected  in  any  other  approved 
manner. 

E.  An  applicant  for  a  mobile  home  permit  or  a  build- 
ing permit  where  the  project  involved  exceeds  $1,000.00 
in  value  shall  pay  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a  permit  based 
on  the  full  value  of  themobilehomeor  of  the  building  pro- 
ject involved,  said  fee  to  be  retained  by  the  Selectmen  or 
Building  Inspector  as  compensation  for  services 
rendered  for  inspections  required  by  the  request  for  a 
permit.  Fees  shall  be  in  the  following  amounts;  $1,000.00 
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to  $5,000.00  in  value  $5.00;  over  $5,000.00  in  value  - 

^l"-""  ARTICLE  IX 

Board  of  Adjustment 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Ad- 
justment consisting  of  five  (5)  members,  conforming  in 
duties,  membership  and  term  of  office  to  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  31  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Anxiotated  as  amended.  Thereafter,  as  terms  expire  or 
vacancies  occur,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  filling  vacancies  and  maintaining  a  full 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

ARTICLE  X 

This  Ordinance  shall  in  no  way  affect  any  dwellings, 
buildings  or  recorded  lots  that  are  legally  existing  or 
substantially  constructed  at  the  time  of  its  passage.  A 
non-conforming  use  or  structure  shall  not  be: 

A.  Altered  for  use  for  a  purpose,  or  in  a  manner 
substantially  different  from  the  use  to  which  it  was  put 
before  alteration; 

B.  Once  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  revert  to  a  non- 
conforming use; 

G.  Re-established  after  abandonment  of  land  for  one 
year  and  a  structure  for  two  years,  except  to  a  use  and/or 
structure  conforming  to  this  Ordinance. 

D.  Rebuilt  after  damage  exceeding  75  per  cent  of  its 
gross  physical  valuation  as  determined  by  the  local 
assessors,  except  in  accordance  with  this  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00]  for 
each  day  such  violation  may  exist.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  institute  in  the  name  of  the  Town  any  ap- 
propriate action  or  proceedings  to  prevent,  restrain, 
correct  or  abate  violations  of  this  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  XII 

The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
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shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  XIII

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STATEMENT  OF  POLICY 

East  Kingston  Public  Library 

East  Kingston,  N.  H. 


I.  GENERAL  OBJECTIVES 

A.  To  assemble,  maintain  and  administer  books  and 
related  educational  and  recreational  material  with  the 
aim  of  encouraging  knowledge,  wisdom,  culture  and 
literary  enjoyment  for  all  residents. 

B.  To  co-operate  with  the  schools  and  needs  of 
pupils  and  teachers  wherever  possible. 

C.  To  endeavor  to  grow  and  expand  in  order  to  meet 
the  needs  of  an  ever-changing  suburban  area. 

II  WHO  MAY  USE  THE  LIBRARY 

A.  The  library  will  serve  all  residents  of  the  town. 
Persons  residing  outside  the  geographical  area  but  own- 
ing property  or  attending  schools  in  the  Town  shall  be 
considered  residents. 

B.  Use  of  the  library  or  its  services  may  be  denied  by 
the  Librarian  or  the  Trustees  for  due  cause.  Failure  to 
return  books;  destruction  of  library  property;  objec- 
tionable conduct  may  be  considered  due  cause. 

C.  The  imposing  of  a  fine  for  over-due  books  is  the 
present  practice.  Mutilated  or  lost  books  must  be  paid  for 
by  the  borrower,  according  to  the  value  of  the  book  at  the 
time  of  damage  or  loss. 

III  BOOK  SELECTION 

A.  Books  will  be  selected,  after  consideration  of 
merit,  by  the  Librarian  and  Trustees  from  lists  contained 
in  "North  Country  Libraries",  lists  published  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Library  and  from  reliable  book  reviews 
published  elsewhere. 
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B.  The  East  Kingston  Public  Library  subscribes  to 
the  Library  Bill  of  Rights  adopted  June  18,  1948  and 
amended  February  1, 1961  by  ALA  Council,  as  well  as  the 
"Freedom  to  Read"  statement  promulgated  by  ALA. 
Copy  of  said  Bill  will  be  available  for  reference  in  the 
Library. 

IV.  DISPLAYS  AND  EXHIBITS 

A.  Announcements  of  civic  programs  and  similar 
items  may  be  displayed  in  the  library  by  permission  of 
Librarian. 

B.  There  shall  be  no  soliciting  of  donations  or  dis- 
play of  material  advocating  consideration  of  any  product 
or  item  sold  by  a  commercial  or  charitable  enterprise. 

V.  GIFTS  AND  MEMORIALS 

A.  Books  and  other  materials  will  be  accepted  on  the 
condition  that  the  Librarian  and  Trustees  have  the 
authority  to  make  whatever  disposition  they  deem  ad- 
visable. All  material  so  acquired  will  be  designated  as  a 
gift. 

VI.  LIBRARY  HOURS 

A.  The  library  will  be  open  six  hours  weekly, 
Wednesday,  2:00  p.  m.  to  4:00  p.m.  ,  Wednesday  evening 
6:00  p.  m.  to  8:00  p.  m.  and  Saturday  morning  9:  a.  m.  to 
11:00  a.  m.  The  Librarian  shall  appoint  a  substitute  for 
vacations  and  absences  which  occur. 

VII   BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

A.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  East  Kingston  Public 
Library  shall  consist  of  three  members  elected  by  the 
citizens  of  East  Kingston.  They  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  three  overlapping  years. 

B.  The  Trustees  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  for 
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the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  affairs  of  the  Library  and 
furthering  its  current  needs  and  future  progress. 

C.  The  Trustees  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  presen- 
tation to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  before  Town  Meeting  or 
at  a  time  named  by  the  Selectmen. 

D.  In  the  event  of  a  Trustee  resigning  for  any  reason, 
the  other  Trustees  shall  appoint  someone  to  serve  until 
Town  Meeting.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  District  Chief 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a 
cooperative  State-town  program.  Tfie  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director,  Division  of 
Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is 
responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties. 
The  State  shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of 
most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which 
are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further 
provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs, 
fire  training  for  town  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up 
equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden  controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except 
backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a 
fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  ob- 
tain a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00 
A.M.  and  5:00P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be 
an  extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once 
allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and 
devastating  force.    Only  you  can  prevent  a   forest  fire.

Annual  Report  1972 


The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
provides  skilled  nursing  and  physical  therapy  services 
under  the  direction  of  the  patient's  physician.  This  may 
include  home  visits  to  administer  injections,  change 
surgical  dressings,  supervise  medications  and  diet, 
record  vital  signs,  draw  blood,  irrigate  cathethers,  ad- 
minister enemas,  assist  or  teach  the  patient's  family  in 
regard  to  personal  care,  skin  care,  and  cast  care.  Many 
visits  are  made  to  newborns  and  mothers  for  health  and 
diet  teaching  and  care  of  mother  and  infant.  Patient's 
physically  able  to  leave  the  home  may  receive  injections 
at  the  VNA  office.  The  physical  therapist  is  available  to 
patients  in  establishing  a  home  exercise  program,  teach- 
ing family  exercise  pattern  and  daily  routine  and 
evaluating  need  for  any  equipment  necessary  to 
rehabilitate  a  patient  to  his  fullest  potential  as  a  con- 
tributing member  of  society. 

Through  our  Well  Child  Clinic  many  children  are 
receiving  immunizations  and  physical  examinations, 
vision  and  hearing  screening,  dental  hygiene  instruction, 
and  diet  teaching,  who  previously  may  not  have  because 
of  financial  problems  or  lack  of  follow-up  in  updating 
health  care  necessities. 

Visits  are  also  made  to  crippled  children, 
tuberculosis  patients,  mental  health  and  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration referrals.  Assistance  is  also  given  to 
patients  in  understanding  Medicare,  Medicaid,  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield,  and  eligibility  for  these  benefits. 

Through  the  VNA  hospital  based  Home  Health 
Coordinator,  patients  are  now  receiving  continuity  of 
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care  after  hospital  discharge  to  the  home. 

The  above  services  are  provided  to  everyone  in  the 
community-the  young,  old,  aged,  pregnant  mothers,  and 
all  economic  groups  for  the  purpose  of  promoting,  main- 
taining or  restoring  health,  or  mininizing  the  effects  of 
illness  and  disability.  Better  health  care  knowledge 
prevents  accidents,  illness,  and  disease,  and  saves  many 
health  dollars. 

There  are  many  ways  to  get  home  health  care:  (1  j  The 
patient's  physician  may  contact  the  VNA  office,  (2]  The 
patient  can  contact  the  VNA  office  directly,  (3)  A  spouse, 
relative,  friend  may  contact  the  VNA  office,  or  (4) 
Another  agency  or  referral  source  may  refer  a  patient  for 
home  health  care.

Gentlemen: 

This  current  fiscal  year  (1972  -  1973]  marks  the 
beginning  of  a  multi-program  concept  at  Seacoast 
Regional  Counseling  Center.  In  the  planning  stages  for 
the  past  eighteen  months,  we  have  recently  begun 
operationof  two  outreach  community  services  for 
adolescents  and  adults  in  addition  to  expanding  our  last 
year's  programs.  Though  different  in  their  functions  and 
in  the  populations  they  serve,  the  new  programs  have  a 
common  philosophy  which  ties  each  directly  to  other 
human  services  in  the  greater  Portsmouth  area. 
Internally,  all  of  our  six  programs  are  closely 
interrelated,  resulting  in  coordinated  treatment  for 
clients.  The  new  programs,  we  believe,  are  important 
steps  toward  our  long  range  goal  of  comprehensive  com- 
munity mental  health  services. 

Forty  one  percent  of  the  yearly  budget  goes  to  this 
program  which  is  the  core  of  counseling  activities. 
Providing  professional  diagnostic  and  treatment 
services  to  all  age  groups  and  crisis  intervention  for 
those  needing  immediate  attention,  the  counseling  staff 
acts  as  a  backup  for  our  other  programs  when  alternative 
resources  are  indicated.  We  have  placed  increasing  em- 
phasis on  group  counseling  as  an  effective  mode  of 
treatment  and  have  established  more  groups  for  children 
and  adults.  In  addition,  individual  and  family  counseling 
is  available,  with  short  term  treatment  stressed.  Our 
focus  of  counseling  is  usually  on  current  problem 
situations  rather  than  on  longer  term  psychotherapy. 
Our  Exeter  Referral  and  Treatment  Field  Office  con- 
tinues to  offer  immediate  problem  evaluation  and 
treatment  both  on  the  premises  and  at  Portsmouth.  There 
were  52  persons  seen  through  this  one-day  per-week 
operation  last  year.

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  REPORT 

East  Kingston,  N.  H. 

1972 

The  past  school  year  was  a  most  significant  one  for 
East  Kingston  with  the  opening  of  the  new  four  room 
school  on  September  6,  1972. 

More  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  townspeople  and 
visitors  from  neighboring  towns  toured  the  new  facility 
during  open  house  activities  on  November  2,  1972.  As 
part  of  the  program,  new  Principal  Richard  Fitzpatrick 
developed  a  slide  presentation  entitled  "A  Day  at  the 
East  Kingston  School." 

As  the  result  of  the  building  program,  only  two 
classes  remain  at  Brown's  Academy,  the  first  and  second 
grades.  One  hundred  and  thirty  eight  students  were 
enrolled  on  opening  day.  This  represented  an  increase  of 
nine  over  the  previous  school  year. 

During  the  past  four  months,  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  and  his 
staff  have  developed  a  reading  program  aimedatreaching 
the  individual  needs  of  each  student.  One  of  the 
program's  major  strengths  is  its  flexibility  -  that  is, 
providing  opportunities  for  students  to  move  from  level 
to  level. 

In  his  annual  report,  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  described  how  a 
team  teaching  approach  is  being  used  in  physical 
education,  art,  and  music.  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  also  noted  that 
the  large  room  with  the  folding  wall  has  been  used  very 
effectively  as  an  all  purpose  area. 

One  of  the  major  educational  developments  affecting 
East  Kingston  and  the  other  towns  making  up 
Supervisory  Union  16  was  the  approval  of  the  S.  U.  16 
staff  development  plan  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
As  the  result  of  becoming  the  first  supervisory  union  to 
participate  in  the  new  plan,  S.U.  16  will  serve  as  a  pilot 
model  for  all  other  New  Hampshire  school  districts. 

In  the  past,  educators  went  about  the  recertification 
process  through  the  accumulation  of  course  credits. 
Sometimes,  these  credits  were  part  of  a  special  program 
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or  degree.  However,  in  many  instances  they  were  not 
geared  to  a  special  need  of  an  individual.  The  staff 
development  plan  requires  each  educator  to  assess  his 
needs  every  three  years  and  then  develop  specific  objec- 
tives for  meeting  the  recognized  needs.  A  staff 
development  team,  with  a  representative  from  each 
town,  serves  as  a  steering  committee,  ahd  approves  or 
disapproves  individual  programs. 

A  second  development  affecting  all  six  S.  U.  16 
towns  was  the  assumption  of  the  operation  and 
management  of  the  Rockingham  School  in  Exeter.  This 
took  on  added  significance  due  to  passage  of  legislation 
making  education  mandatory  for  all  handicapped 
children.  A  Rockingham  School  Board,  made  up  of  a 
representative  from  each  town,  meets  bi-monthly  with 
the  school  superintendent  and  the  school  principal. 

The  lack  of  state  funds  is  most  obvious  in  this 
situation.  The  operating  funds  for  the  school  are  raised 
entirely  through  tuition.  The  tuition  rate  for  1973  -  74 
will  remain  at  the  $1400.00  figure.  Hopefully,  the  school 
will  enroll  the  sixty  pupils  needed  to  meet  operating 
expenses  of  $84,000.00  for  the  1973  -  74  school  year. 

In  previous  reports,  my  predecessor  has  expressed 
his  concern  over  the  financial  funding  of  education  in 
New  Hampshire.  As  stated  last  year.  New  Hampshire 
now  ranks  50th  in  regard  to  state  support  of  local 
education.  Such  decreased  state  support  has  led  to 
further  financial  pressures  for  the  property  holder. 

Despite  pressing  financial  problems,  the  staff  has 
continued  to  perform  admirably  and  the  community  has 
supported  educational  programs.  Five  months  of 
observation  lead  the  writer  to  believe  that  there  is  an 
absence  of  frills  in  our  school;  rather,  I  am  impressed  by 
the  quality  and  committment  of  teachers  and  ad- 
ministrators. 

Increased  enrollment  at  the  AREA  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  has  been  under  study  by  both  the  Exeter 
School  Board  and  the  Space  Needs  Committee  of  Exeter. 
East  Kingston's  representative  to  the  AREA  Advisory 
Committee  is  also  aware  of  the  present  large  class  sizes 
at  the  AREA  Junior  High  School  and  the  lack  of  clas- 
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sroom  spaces  in  certain  subject  areas  at  the  Senior  High 
School. 

If  elementary  enrollment  continues  to  decline  in 
Exeter,  it  will  be  possible  to  transfer  some  or  all  sixth 
grade  classes  currently  attending  the  Junior  High  School 
to  the  elementary  schools.  This  would  open  up  needed 
space  at  the  AREA  Junior  High  School.  At  the  High 
School,  the  alternative  education  plan  givessome 
flexibility,  though  space  is  at  a  premium  and  a  record 
enrollment  is  projected  by  1975. 

Tuition  rates  for  1973  -  74  at  both  the  Junior  High 
School  and  the  Senior  High  School  show  little  increase. 
At  the  Junior  High  School,  the  rate  increased  by  just  one 
dollar  to  $795.00  while  the  High  School  rate  went  up  by 
$27.00  to  $1,027.00.  The  $27.00  increase  at  the  Senior 
High  School  represents  the  lowest  increase  in  four  years. 

As  the  result  of  increased  insurance  valuation  on 
both  the  AREA  Junior  High  School  and  the  AREA  Senior 
High  School,  the  rental  rate  was  recalculated  by  the 
Exeter  School  Board  and  approved  by  the  AREA  school 
districts.  The  tuition  rate  for  1973  -  74  as  announced  by 
the  Exeter  School  Board  and  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education:

In  accord  with  the  AREA  contract,  these  estimates 
per  pupil  costs  for  1972  -  73  are  the  basis  for  determining 
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tuition  rates  for  the  1973  -  74  school  year.  As  mentioned 
above,  the  rental  charge  is  added  to  complete  the  total 
cost.  These  tuition  figures  for  1973  -  74  compare  most 
favorably  with  the  state  average  per  pupil  costs  of 
$896.00  per  high  school  pupil  and  $799.00  per  junior  high 
school  pupil,  exclusive  of  rental  charge.  What  makes  the 
local  rates  more  favorable  is  that  the  state  average  is  for 
the  1971  -  72  school  year.  Thus  the  state  costs  are  two 
years  behind  the  AREA  tuition  figures. 

Major  priorities  for  the  future  include  tht  in- 
troduction of  a  career  education  program  for  elementary 
students,  increased  emphasis  on  reading  at  all  levels,  and 
the  utilization  of  better  planning  and  management  ap- 
proaches.

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1973  Report  of  the  Business  Administrator 
Daniel  C.  Durgin 

This  past  year  has  been  a  most  significant  one  for 
Supervisory  Union  #16  in  terms  of  changes  in  certain 
procedures  and  personnel. 

I  will  not  dwell  on  personnel  changes  except  to  say 
that  we  have  had  a  change  of  personnel  in  no  less  than 
four  positions,  including  the  superintendency,  since  my 
last  report.  All  of  these  changes  occurred  last  summer 
during  a  very  difficult  time  for  our  office  because  of  the 
many  year  end  reports,  and  it  was  only  through  the 
extreme  dedication  of  our  entire  staff  that  we  were  able 
to  accomplish  our  duties  and  meet  our  deadlines. 

In  my  last  report  to  you  I  mentioned  the  impending 
conversion  of  our  manual  payroll  procedures  to  a 
mechanized  process  effective  July  1,  1972.  The 
conversion  was  indeed  accomplished  and  I  am  delighted 
to  report  that,  with  the  exception  of  some  minor  start  up 
difficulties,  the  transition  was  smooth  and  relatively  un- 
complicated. The  success  we  have  achieved  with  this 
new  system  can  be  attributed  to  the  fine  cooperation  we 
have  had  from  the  staff  of  the  Accounting  and  Data 
Processing  sections  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  whose 
services  we  purchase  and  the  dedication  of  our 
secretarial  and  clerical  staff,  especially  payroll  clerk 
Nancy  Kucharski. 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Supervisory 
Union  Office  continue  to  increase  necessitating  redis- 
tribution of  work  in  some  cases  and  creating  additional 
staff  needs.  This  summer  the  state  mandated  an  entirely 
new  accounting  procedure  for  federal  funds  which  re- 
quired a  considerable  number  of  hours  of  workshop  time 
on  the  part  of  two  of  our  staff  members  and  has  added  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  our  bookkeeping  process.  It  is  re- 
quirements such  as  the  foregoing  which,  although  neces- 
sary in  most  cases,  exert  constant  and  increasing  pres- 
sures on  central  offices. 
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Space  needs  committees,  building  committees  and 
school  construction  have  become  familiar  fixtures  in 
most  school  systems  including  S.U.  #16.  East  Kingston 
opened  their  new  elementary  school  this  past  September 
(1972)  and  the  staff  and  students  are  now  enjoying  the 
new  facility. 

Currently  under  construction  is  an  addition  to  the 
Swasey  Central  School  in  Brentwood.  Plans  call  for  the 
new  facility  to  contain  six  classrooms  and  a  resource 
center.  Demountable  walls  will  be  employed  in  certain 
areas  allowing  for  flexible  utilization  of  space.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  occupancy  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
1972-73  school  year. 

The  School  District  of  Kensington  has  a  Building 
Study  Community  which  has  been  active  for  the  past 
two  years.  The  committees'  proposal  for  an  addition  to 
the  Kensington  Elementary  School  was  tabled  at  the 
1972  Annual  District  Meeting  and  a  similar  plan  will  be 
offered  to  the  voters  at  the  1973  meeting. 

The  School  Districts  of  Exeter  and  Stratham  also 
have  study  committees  actively  working  in  the  area  of 
space  needs. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  CONSULTANT 
by  Mr.  Frederick   B.  King 

Last  Spring  I  submitted  to  Concord  under  a  Federal 
Application  of  Title  I  ESEA  a  program  to  aid  children 
having  learning  disabilities  with  a  special  program.  We 
have  received  this  grant  and  are  underway  with  the  plan- 
ning  of  a  program. 

A  learning  disability  exists  when  the  individual's 
actual  performance  or  achievement  in  any  given  area  of 
school  work  is  found  to  be  far  below  his  capacity  or 
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potential.  We  have  many  of  these  pupils  in  our  school. 
With  a  special  team  of  three  learning  disability 
specialists  on  our  staff  we  will  identify  with  the  clas- 
sroom teachers  the  children  who  fit  the  above  definition. 
The  primary  objectives  in  helping  these  children  is  the 
identification  and  the  remediation  of  specific 
disabilities.  We  will  concentrate  on  the  first  three  years 
of  the  child's  school  life.  ^ 

As  I  have  worked  in  the  elementary  school  of  Union 
#16  I  have  been  aiming  toward  a  higher  per  cent  of  school 
success  for  all  children  at  the  primary  level.  We  in- 
troduced transition  education  a  few  years  back  aimed  at 
children  of  first  grade  entrance  age  who  needed  a 
different  program  for  a  year  because  of  immaturity. 
These  children  could  not  have  met  success  in  the  first 
year  of  school  under  the  regular  program.  Has  this  been 
successful?  Recent  test  results  show  that  children  now 
in  grade  two  that  have  had  transition  education  are 
highly  successful.  76  per  cent  of  the  children  who  had 
transition  education  scored  above  the  National  norm  in  a 
recent  reading  test. 

We  have  also  been  exploring  new  reading  programs. 
Through  a  Federal  Grant  new  materials  have  been  tried 
in  selected  first  and  second  grade  rooms.  We  are  curren- 
tly analyzing  the  results  of  tests  and  children's 
performance  and  we  expect  to  make  some  major 
decisions  shortly  on  the  kind  of  reading  program  that  we 
feel  will  best  suit  the  needs  of  our  pupils  starting  school 
in  the  fall  of  1973. 

We  will  continue  to  explore  and  plan  for  new 
programs  at  the  elementary  level  in  order  to  have  each 
child  reach  his  maximum  potential.  It  is  my  belief  that 
getting  children  off  to  a  good  school  start  will  pay 
dividends  later  as  these  children  move  into  higher  levels 
of  education.  It  is  exciting  and  rewarding  to  see 
education  change  in  order  to  serve  more  children  better. 
The  objectives  of  the  educational  setting  are  clear.  Much 
of  my  work  is  to  find  the  means  by  which  all  of  us 
together  can  reach  the  objectives  of  educating  each  child 
to  his  potential  and  making  him  a  good  citizenfor  this 
community. 
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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 
East  Kingston  Elementary  School 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

For  the  past  few  months  I  have  spent  my  time  getting 
organized  and  oriented  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  my  position  as  school  nurse.  During  this  year,  routine 
health  screening  measures  will  be  done  as  in  past  years. 
In  fact,  most  of  the  routine  annual  measures,  including 
physicals,  has  already  been  completed.  Presently  we  are 
surveying  parents  to  see  if  there  is  a  need  for  a  Booster 
Clinic.  This  will  be  held  at  Pre-school  registration  time, 
and  will  be  open  to  children  already  in  school  as  well  as 
those   about  to  enter. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Principal  and  staff,  we 
have  tried  to  incorporate  health  education  into  the  over- 
all curriculum.  Using  speakers,  films  and  filmstrips, 
such  areas  as  dental  care,  personal  hygiene,  nutrition, 
and  safety  will  be  covered.  With  problems  of  drug  abuse 
increasing,  we  will  be  doing  some  classroom  presen- 
tations in  this  area,  the  emphasis  being  on  awareness 
and  prevention.  While  I  don't  feel  that  we  presently  have 
any  problems  within  our  elementary  school,  I  do  feel  that 
we  should  prepare  the  children  for  the  day  when  they 
may   encounter   such   situations.  I   would   like   to 

express  thanks  to  those  volunteers  who  have  helped  with 
the  School  Health  program  in  the  past.  I  hope  that  I  will 
have  their  continued  support.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  support  of  the  School  Board, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Principal  Richard 
Fitzpatrick,  members  of  the  staff,  and  Dr.  John  Tuthill, 
school  pediatrician,  for  their  help  and  cooperation  this 
year.
